COUNTY WANTS |COMMISSIONERS 
HIGHWAY BIDS.| BACK WOOLWINE 


Will Rush Work on Link for 
Harbor Truck Road. 
Eight Inches of Concrete on 
Crushed Granite Used. 


Rights of Way Required for 
Last Section of Route. 


Chairman. Dodge of the Board of 
Supervisors announced yesterday that 
on September 7 bids will be received 
for the construction of another link in 
the harbor truck highway, which is 
to connect the business section of 
Los Angeles with the harbor sec- 
tion at San Pedro. 

This highway is to be constructed 
of concrete, eight inches’ thicx, 
Placed upon a base of decom 
granite, six inches thick. The high- 
way will be twenty-four feet in 
width, and is intended to carry the 
heaviest of trucking loads. It is the 
belief of the coynty road depart- 
ment that this method of construc- 
tion will be the final word in per- 
manent highway work. ‘ 

The section of road to be let on 
the 7th inst. will extend from Slau- 
son avenue, the city limit of Los 
Angeles, to a point at the city limit 
of Compton, connecting with a com- 
pleted section of the same highway. 
This will leave only one sectidn to 
be constriictyd, extending from the 
south city limit of Compton to the 
north city limit of Wilmington. 
This particular section has been held 
up on account of difficulty in get- 
ting rights-of-way.

He declares that, no mat- 
ter how earnestly and conscientiously an of- 
ficial may determine to enforce the law, the 
results must be ingly unsatisfac 
tory. There is always political pressure 


evade the law or would benefit thereby. In 
almost all communities there is a dismal 
‘lack of co-operation on the part of other 
officials. Possibly the sentiment of a city 
is strongly against enforcement and the of. 
ficial who attempts it is carelessly reckoned 
as either a joke or a nuisance. There are 
always both big and smal! conspiracies to 
escape the law. There is the wholesaler 
with his thousand barrels and the ignomint 
ous Beotlesger with his half-pint and both 
trying to hoodwink or elude the government 
officials. 


Capt. Howafd says that with an official 
disposed to be crooked the opportunities 
for graft are beyond belief. A State di- 
rector of prohibition can make what he 
pleases. There is no limit. A man mast 
be either saint or crusader to resist all the 
overtures that are made. Every tie of 
friendship, mapey or place is pressed to 
its full advantage. As the appointments 
become purely political. the results will be 
worse and we will have a group of officials 
whose chief interest in prohibition enforce- 
ment will be to get all they can owt of it, 
and as there is more money in breaking the 
law than in sustaining it its fractures will 
be many—with the officials conniving at the 
same. Prohibition enforcement has already 
become the greatest blackmailing adjunct 
to the government and numbers of minor 
officials descend to the methods of the 
blackmailer in the interests of thelr purses 
or passions.

1870 there are now more than 300,000, and, 
like the Irish Sinn Feiners, they are proving 
noisy, treachérous and vastly troublesome. 
France appreciated her new complications 
when 10,000 ex-German soldiers from the 
province. were called up for service in the 
French army. 

Moreover, even the fervently patriotic 
French element, which is still in the ma- 
jority, has become used to German laws, 
and those who have prospered under them 
feel the irritant of the innumerable essen- 
tial changes which France must necessarily 
institute.

While France’s right to Alsace-Lorraine 
is plain enough to all students of history 
and while its long alienation from French 
rule has excited the sympathies of the 
world, the consummation of the long-aci- 
tated restoration is by no means the sim- 
ple, whole-hearted satisfaction and jubila- 
tion that the sentimentalists. prophesied. 
Just as there is always the Ulster element 
in Ireland standing ardently and ferociously 
for all things British, and the Sinn Fein 
element nursing and magnifying old grudges 
through the centuries, so France must now 


' look forward to bitterness, agitation and 


fierce partisanship in Alsace-Lorraine. Far 
from béing over, the troubles of Alsace-Lor- 
raine have but begun al! over again with a 
mere reversal of power.
